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Closed-door Meeting Angers Residents

A closed-door meeting held at 
Romulus City Hall on February 2 — and 
allegedly attended by members of the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ), Senator Loren Bennett 
(R—Canton), and representatives of the 
City of Romulus, the City of Taylor, and 
Romulus Environmentalists Care About 
People (RECAP) — left several resi- 
dents of the two communities feeling 
angry at being excluded. 

Reportedly, the purpose of the meet- 
ing was to give opponents of Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc.'s (EDS’) 
proposed deep-well facilities yet an- 
other chance to justify their demand 
that the DEQ deny the company's per- 
mit application for its Citrin Drive site. 

"What's the big secret?” asked Ro- 
mulus resident Dolores Witzgall, a pri- 
vate citizen who called Mayor William 
Oakley's office and asked permission to 
sit in on the meeting, but was denied. 
"You would think that if RECAP and 
others have finally come up with /egiti- 
mate concerns about this project, they 
would want the whole world to hear!" 

Witzgall said that she would not 
have resented the fact that the meeting 
was closed to the general public and 
members ofthe press /frepresentatives 
of the "pro-settlement" segment of the 
communities had been invited, too. 

"Since the people from the DEQ 
aren't from this area, and haven't had 
an opportunity to follow the lengthy con- 
troversy that has surrounded these 
projects, they have only limited knowl- 
edge of local residents’ various view- 


points," she explained. "By allowing only 
people who are against a settlement to 
participate in the meeting, the anti-well 
faction tried to give the DEQ the impres- 
sion that everyone in Romulus and Tay- 
lor wants our cities to continue to fight 
EDS, regardless of the cost. 

"But that just isn't true.” 

The question of which party(ies) 
wanted the meeting closed remains 
unclear. 

When Mayor Oakley refused to al- 
low The Romulus News to attend, he 
maintained that he, personally, had no 
objection to having the press present, 
but that other "invitees" (whom he de- 
clined to name) opposed the idea. Also 
denying that the meeting was closed at 
their request were Senator Bennett and 
spokespersons for the DEQ. 

"Hadthe DEQ been the agency that 
called the meeting, it would have been 
open io the public," stated Hal Fitch, 
Supervisor of Mineral Wells and Chief 
of the DEQ's Geological Survey Divi- 
sion. "The DEQis always willing to meet 
with citizens and hear their concerns. 
However, since we did not call this par- 
ticular meeting, it would have been in- 
appropriate for us to try to dictate its 
format to our hosts." 

Bennett, who hosted a similar pri- 
vate meeting in Lansing on January 13, 
stated that he had not asked Mayor

Oakley to keep the Romulus meeting 
closed — but went on to add that, in his 
opinion, Oakley's decision was prob- 
ably for the best. 

"EDS had numerous opportunities 
to meet with the DEQ behind closed 
doors and lobby its side of the case,” 
said Bennett. "I just think that those who 
oppose the EDS projects deserve the 
Same opportunity.” 

But Witzgall says that Bennett's 
viewpoint is too limited.

Democrats’ Tax-cut Proposal Is Better

There has been much talk and 
praise of the tax cut recently proposed 
by Governor John Engler. However, 
House Democrats have also proposed 
a tax cut, and it should not be ignored. 
It is a better plan than the Governor's, 
and here is why: 

Funding Source: With House Bill 
5491, we would take $1 billion from the 
$2.45-billion surplus currently in the 
Michigan Catastrophic Claims Fund and 
refund it to Michigan motorists. When 
drivers purchase auto insurance in 
Michigan, a portion of the premiumthey 
are charged goes to this fund, which in 
turn is used to reimburse insurers for 
claims over $250,000. Actuarial studies 
have determined that the fund now has 
a surplus of $2.45 billion. Returning $1 
billion of that would result in a refund of 
about $150 per vehicle. The money in 
the fund is not designated for any other 
purpose in State government, so re- 


funding it to motorists would not affect . 


any other aspect of the State's budget. 
The Governor has not given any 
inkling as to how his cut would be fi- 
nanced — and, obviously, the funding is 
critical. Without details, one can only 
presume that some program(s) which 
currently relies on State money would 
have to be reduced, or a new source of 
revenue would have to be found. 
Timing: Ourplancould be enacted 
virtually overnight. There would be no 
long, protracted political battles over 
how to pay for this tax cut. It is simple 
and could be accomplished very easily 
between the House and the Senate. 
Notice that the Governor does not 
want to cut taxes immediately. The first 
part of his plan would not even be 
enacted until 2000, and it would take a 
full five years for it to be implemented. 
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Perhaps this is because he knows that 
the State's economy, while certainly 
very healthy, cannot afford a tax cut 
right now—unless, like the House Demo- 
cratic tax-cut plan, it does not affect the 
rest of the budget. 

Commitments: Our planwouldbe 
addressed by the members of the Leg- 
islature who are working in Lansing 
right now. Guaranteed. It is a promise 
that we know can be kept, not one that 
we hope will be kept. 

The Governor is making a commit- 
ment on behalf of people who are not 
even in office yet. He cannot predict 
whatthose who sit inthe Michigan House 
and Senate will support in 2000, and 
those are the people who will have to 
Say yes or no to his plan. Nor can he 
predict the economy with any certainty. 
His proposal is, at best, a hollow prom- 
ise which relies on what the Legislature 
might do two years from now. 

The Tax Break: Our plan would 
return about $150 per vehicle in this 
state. Immediately. In this year. 1998. 

The Governor's plan would return 
varying amounts, dependent upon such 
factors as income and family size. Esti- 
mates are that it would save the aver- 
age family of four $40 in the first year. 
The year 2000. 

A guaranteed $150 refund, which 
does not tinker with the State budget, in 
1998, or the possibility of a $40 tax cut, 
which is dependent on the economy 
and the will of a future Legislature, in 
2000. Which would you rather have?

"EDS did not represent my inter- 
ests to the DEQ any more than RECAP 
did," she contended. "Those of us who 
oppose RECAP are not necessarily 'pro- 
well’; most of us could better be de- 
scribed as 'pro-settlement.' We're citi- 
zens who are concerned that almost 
one million of our precious tax dollars 
have already been spent to fight EDS, 
with no end in sight. We would prefer to 
see our Officials negotiate an agree- 
ment that would stop this drain on our 
finances and obligate EDS to imple- 
ment a number of safety measures 
above and beyond what the State 
requires.” 

Witzgall concluded her remarks by 
thanking the DEQ's representatives — 
who, upon learning that several citizens 
had been excluded from the Monday 
morning meeting, agreed to attend a 
second, open meeting arrangedforlater 
that day. In all, seven citizens (including 
representatives of the Environmental 


Concerns Association) plus represen- 
tatives of both The Romulus News and 
The Romulus Romanmetwiththe DEQ. 

"Mr. Fitch and his colleagues were 
very accommodating,” said Witzgall. 
"Their frank discussion of what had 
taken place atthe earlier, ‘closed’ meet- 
ing, as well as their obvious willingness 
to listen to our concerns and answer our 
questions, was awelcome change from 
the cloak-and-dagger tactics we had 
encountered earlier. 

"|came away feeling reassured that 
the DEQ will consider EDS' application 
objectively, and that its decision to grant 
or deny the permit will not be influenced 
by emotion or hysteria, but will instead 
be basedon State law andthe proposal’s 
technical merits.” 

Although EDS owner/President 
Douglas Wicklund and Vice-president 
Austin Marshall were contacted to find 
out whether their company had been 
invited to the City's meeting, both men 
declined to comment.

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Students Learn About 
Homelessness The Hard Way 


Earlier in the school year, humani- 
ties students at Romulus High School 
identified homelessness as an issue 
that they wanted to learn more about. 


‘ Since that time, they have conducted 


their investigation through a variety of 
activities. 

On January 8, four students from 
the High School met with sisters Nikki 
Nealy and L.A. Shelby, writer and direc- 
tor (respectively) of Ms. Flossy and 
Friends, a play about the homeless 
which will be performed on February 
20, 1998, atthe Clarion Inn in Romulus. 
The two women hope that their produc- 
tion will help to eliminate stereotypes 
about homeless individuals. Nealy 
shared with the students stories and 
testimonials which illustrated the fact 
that any of us could become homeless 
at any time, and inspired the students to 
continue their pursuit of projects that 
will create the awareness that home- 
lessness is everywhere. 

On January 20, 15 High School 
students went out into the community to 
distribute over 3,000 flyers on residents’ 
doors, informing them of an upcoming 
"scavenger hunt" for much-needed 
items for local homeless shelters. The 
students then returned to the commu- 
nity on the announced date to pick up 
the items which residents who re- 
sponded to the students’ flyer had left 
on their front porches. Items collected 
included toiletries, clothing, food, and 
monetary donations. 

"The students were overwhelmed 
by the community's generous support,” 
said Kathy Hurst, Project SERVE Direc- 
tor at Romulus High School. "The num- 
ber of items collected was unbeliev- 
able!" Exact totals will be tallied and 
graphed by a math class at the High 
School, facilitated by Kathy Abdo. 

The project received a jump-start 
during the week of January 12-16, when 
students held a toiletry drive during 
lunch hours. Over the course of one 
week, over 1,000 items were collected. 

On the evening of January 24, be- 
ginning at 5 p.m., 11 students and five 
adults simulated a homeless society on 
the front lawn of the High School. The 
students spent the night in cardboard 
boxes and accepted further community 
donations from 5 p.m. on Saturday until 
10.a.m.on Sunday. Students wore signs 
with homeless-related messages and 
walked up and down the sidewalk along 
Wayne Road to share those messages 
with passersby. Rosalie Berlinn, Media 
Center Specialist at the High School, 
organized a monetary-collection site 
with the students along Wayne Road 
and collected $144. Ms. Flossy and 
cast members from’ Ms. Flossy and 
Friends visited the students with food 
handouts. Parent and professional sto-

ryteller, Phyllis Anderson, participated 
in the all-night event and told stories as 
students kept warm around the burning 
barrels. 

The simulation was a learning ex- 
perience that students will remember 
for the rest of their lives. 

On February 3, students visited the 
Capuchin Soup Kitchen to talk to the 
community services director, Ken 
Dillard, and individuals who came in for 
the Kitchen's services. All donations 
were delivered at that time. Students 
entered the soup kitchen with a better 
understanding of homeless individuals, 
and left with even greater knowledge. 

These first learning experiences are 
only the beginning of what the students 
have planned as they prepare for Ro- 
mulus High School's annual sympo- 
sium, to be held on April 29, 1998. 

The theme ofthis year’ symposium, 
humanitarianism, is reflected in the 
program'stitle: Humanitarianism—"Stu- 
dents Uniting for the World's Future." 
Homelessness is only one of the issues 
to be discussed; other student groups 
will cover: Domestic Violence; Ethnic 
and Religious Contributions to Society; 
Animals are Human, Too; Advocating 
for Community Service Learning; and 
Advocating for Women's Rights. Each 
of these groups will study people who 
have contributed to society through in- 
terviews, field trips, conferences, and 
community-service activities, as well as 
through research on the internet and 
through the media. With their wealth of 
new knowledge, students will deter- 
mine how they will then become con- 
tributing members of society. 

The humanities class, facilitated by 
Serena Fraser and the Project Service 
Office, has committed to making the 
Humanitarianism symposium the best
